;fact, a direct result of the war and does justify the wartime 
slogan. That spot is Czechoslovakia. And now that the pres- 
sure is being- put on. no American can fail to have a keen 
interest in Czechoslovakia's democracy and its gallant fight 
.to -survive.

INDEED,, America is by way of being that nation's godfather. 
1 Masaryk, the man who founded the Czech republic and be- 
,came its first president, did the bulk of his work in America. 
The country's constitution was written in America, its inde- 
pendence was proclaimed in Washington, and the active sym- 
pathy of our governmnet was one of the chief reasons why 
that independence was made good. And Czechoslovakia, in- 
cidentally, is one of- the few spots in Europe where the name 
of Woodrow Wilson is still remembered gratefully. 


All of which simply means that in that one place the high 


ideals which brought America into the war have actually 
justified themselves. The cause of human freedom — which 
in the long run, means human happiness — was actually ad- 
vanced by the allied victory there. Czechoslovakia's inde- 
pendent existence is to be cherished as one of the few indis- 
putably. valuable-fruits of the World war.

The Advances of Modern Science in the Fight 


Against Tuberculosis 


Tuberculosis is now diminished in 


its incidence fra below that of two j 
previous generations; yet it still con- 
tinues to attack mankind from youth | 
to old- age. The battle against its! 
ravages goes on undiminished among 
physicians and workers in the field 
of public helath. 


Within recent years great progress 


has been made in the study of this dis- 
ease and in the methods of attack upon 
it. The first steps have been concern- 
ed with the germ of tuberculosis. It 
has been possible to breaek it down 
chemically and to derive from the 
germ the active toxic substance. The 
use of the X-ray has been greatly im- 
proved, for examination of the chest. 
Means have been developed for em- 
phasizing among physicians the use 
of the X-ray in the early diagnosis of 
tuberculosis. 


Other studies have been made on j 


the manner by which the body de- 
fends itself against the germs of tuber- 
culosis and their poisons. 


Several new tests have been devel- 


oped which indicate the reaction of 
the body to the invasion by the germ 
of tuberculosis. It has been found. 
for example, that there is an increased 
rate of sedimentation, or ^settling of 


the red blood cells, in tuberculosis. 
While this is only one of the condi- 
tions in which such sedimentation oc- 
curs, the presence of this reaction may 
be taken as a warning. 


Most significant in relationship to 


the spread of tuberculosis is the ani- 
rnal experimentation, which involves 
the elimination of tuberculosis from 
herds of cattle that have been tested. 
The periodic testing of herds of cattle 
and protection orhfesd 
and protection of herds against im- 
ported untested animals is one of the 
most important means for stopping the 
spread of tuberculosis of the bovine 
type. 


Today in 46 states and in the District 


of Columbia th eincidence of positive 
tuberculin reactions among cattle has 
been reduced to about one-half of one 
per cent. When this work was first 
begun in 1915 on a large scale, the 
number of animals in a herd which 
would react positively to teubercu- 
losis was from five to 90 per cent. 


Much has been learned about the 


differentiation of the types of tuber- 
culosis. It has been found, for ex- 
ample, that the primary or first infec- 
tion type of tuberculosis usually does 
not kill infants, and that those who

School work suffers while he dreams 
about his idol. 


A fixed idea is not ;\ fixation, nec- 


essary, for habit, compulsions and all 
manner of things may he fixed ideas. 
Fixations got into the emotional field 
and become retreats from effort, un- 
pleasantness and strain. 


They arc abnormal and not too com- 


mon, hut when there is a genuine fixa- 
tion, it is something rather tragic. 


Yet I believe that they have been 


i.verrateil, because most of us have 
incipient fixations. There is usually 
something or someone, or even a plan, 
so deeply important to us, so imbed- 
ded in our hearts, that it gives us al- 
most the only comfort, relief or con- 
tent we know. The trouble is that 
through the abolishment of this emo- 
tional sedative, in case of removal or 
disappointment or death, there goes 
the very foundation of our world.

cincts still unreporlcd, Gillette had 
polled 80,107 votes, more than 5,000 
greater than the combined lolal of his 
four opponents.

shared the rest of the 15'I,7(J7 Demo- 
cralic votes cast. 


Greatest Democratic Vote 


The Democratic volume was the 


greatest in the Iowa party's primary 
history. It broke the old record of 
143,000 cast, set in 1934, by more than 
10,000 votes. 


Wearin, who was supported by Har- 


ry L. Hopkins, WPA administrator, 
and had the inferential backing of 
James Roosevelt, the president's son, 
would 
not 
comment 
when 
asked 


whether he would assist in the sen- 
ator's campaign for re-election in the 
fall. 


"I may have a statement in a few 


days," he said. 


Former Senator L. J. Dickinson, who 


lost out in a re-election campaign two 
years ago. won handily over Repre- 
sentative Lloyd Thurslon in the Re- 
publican .senatorial promary. Dickin-1 
son polled H2.G44 votes with only 16 
precincts, mostly in rural areas, still 
unreporlcd. Thurston's total was 108,- 
921. Thurslon pledged his support to ' 
the winner in the fall general election.

lias been used to harass voters in the 
same manner as once was complained 
of generally throughout 
the 
south. 


Under terms of poll tax laws in the 
Philippines no one could sign an of- 
ficial document unless he had paid his 
tax. It was used at times to frighten 
away aspiring voters who sought to 
approach the polls without first hav- 
ing paid the poll tax. 


Tough-On Nicknames 


One law prohibits a candidate from 


using more than one nickname on the 
ballot, so if Bopar bal Celeste wants to 
run for the job of provincial governor 
or mayor of Zamboanga he can iden- 
tify himself as Bongo Bill or the Sul- 
tan of Sulu, but not both, even when 
some friends call him one and some 
the other. 


Side by side with that act is another 


prohibiting candidates for provincial 
governor or mayor from spending in 
the campaign more than one-third of 
the pay they expect to get from the 
office, a provision which would raise 
Old Ned in many a spot in this coun- 
try. 


Appointive officials can't run 
for 


elective office on government time. 
If they want to campaign they first 
must resign. Something besides nov- 
eity could be found in one act deny- 
ing the vote to persons who cannot 
mark their own ballots, or another re- 
quiring voters to place their thumb 
mark on a detachable stub on the 
ballot. 


To tnke care of any illiterates who 


might be bothered in marking a ballot 
there is an increased appropriation for 
new elementary schools. There is also 
a restriction on a gambling game some- 
tiling akin to the numbers business. 


Soft On Prisoners 


Appropriations are made for pro- 


duction and cheap distribution of var- 
ious prevcntve serums, including "tiki 
liki" to check an island ailment akin 
lo rickets. Another bill sets up a fund 
for collecting folk lore and folk songs, 
and money is set aside to give certain 
employes at the Culion leper coioi 
a 28-day vacation with pay.

The law regulating- the construction of any Court House 


and the levying of any building tax is found in Amendment No. 
17 to the Constitution of the S tate of Arkansas, which was 
adopted at the general election in November, 1928, and is 
as follows: 


You Vote The Building Tax 


"Section 1. The power and right is he re by vested in the qualified electors of each 


respective county in this State by a majority of the said electors voting on the ques- 
tion, to authorize the construction, reconstruction, or extension of any County Court 
House, or County Jail, and to authorize the levy of a tax not to exceed one-half of one 
per cent on the dollar of .the valuation of all properties in such county subject to taxa- 
tion to defray the costs and expenses thereof, or to take up any indebtedness existing 


at the time of adoption hereof incurred in building, construction or extending 
any 


County Court House or Jail." 


County Court Prepares The Plans 


"Section 2. The County Court of any county may, 'by proper order duly entered 


of record determine whether or not the necessity for any such construction, reconstruc- 
tion, or extension exists, and when such necessity is found to exist, said County Court 
shall cause to be made and prepared such plans, specifications, or estimates of cost of 
such contemplated improvements as may be proper for a reasonable understanding of 
the nature, extent, and approximate cost thereof, and may employ an architect for 
said purpose, which said plans, specifications and estimates shall be filed in the office 
of the County Clerk of such county, and remain and be held subject to the inspection 
of any and all persons interested. 


You Voie On Building And Tax At 


Next General Election 


"Section 3. Any and all such plans, specifications, and estimates may, when con- 


sidered, be rejected by the County Court, and new ones, or alteration of the the origi- 
nal ones ordered to be made, and when such preliminary set of such plans, specifications, 
and estimates is filed and shall meet the approval of such County Court, an order ap- 
proving same shall be entered of record, and the Court shall order and direct the ques- 
tion of the construction of such building or extensions to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of such county in the next General Election held thereafter; provided, however, 
that if no General Election for County and State officers will, under the law, be held 
within one year of the making of said order, then the County Court may, by order en- 
tered of record, call a Special Election in such county, to be held not less'than thirty 
(30) days nor more than sixty (60) days thereafter, and shall name the date therefor. 
Such Special Election shall, in all other respects, be held as is now or hereafter may be 
provided by law, for the holding and conducting of General Elections, and it shall be,'and 
is hereby made, the duty of the Sheriff of such county by proclamation duly made' and 
published for the time, and as provided by law, to give notice of the proper time and 
place of holding such election. 


"Section 4. It is hereby made the duty of the usual Election Officers to prepare the 


ballots and to hold such election in manner and form as is now or hereafter may be pro- 
vided by law, and to certify the returns thereof to the County Court. 
If a majority 


voting in such election shall vote for such improvement, then the County Court'shall 
make and enter of record an order showing the total vote for and the total vote against 
such. 
More than one building or improvement may be embodied in all such proceed- 


ings, except that separate plans, specifications and estimates for each building or ex- 
tension shall be made and filed, and a description of each building sufficient to indicate 
to the electors with reasonable certainty what building or extension he is voting on, shall 
appear upon the ballot, beneath which shall appear the words "For Construction and 
"Against Construction," after each contemplated improvement, and there shall also 
appear upon said ballot the words "For Building Tax" and "Against Building Tax."
